Meanwhile Alfred E. Driscoll, 
New Jersey liquor commissioner, 
told a Senate Judiciary Subcom- 
mittee that “all of the symptoms” 
of racketeering are at hand be- 
cause of a great deal of “by-pass- 
ing” of liquor outside of regular 
channels. 

Relating difficulties the Ohio 
Liquor Control Board has encoun- 
tered in getting supplies, William 
F. Lentz, a deputy state auditor, 
pointed at liquor warehouse re- 
ceipt holders as being largely re- 
sponsible for funneling more than 
a million gallons of whisky into 
that state from outside sources 
from April through November. 

Lentz said the Ohio board 
found on April 3 that it no longer

While some purchases of nation- 
ally known brands were made 
from outside wholesalers, he said 
protests by the state which 
couldn’t buy enoygh of the same 
whisky from the original distill- 
ers, soon stopped this practice. 


Senator Ferguson, Republican, 
Michigan, asked . why the Ohio 
board couldn’t buy outside the 
state at the same sources avail- 
able to permitites and Lentz said 
that under OPA price ceilings the 
state “couldn’t profitably purchase 
outside,” 

“Was the state 
making a profit or supplying the 
people of Ohio?” Ferguson de- 
manded. 

“It’s my opinion,” Lentz said, 
“that the state was interested in 
the profit angle to the extreme.” 

Driscoll said there was some 
evidence. that whisky was being 
funnelled out of New Jersey by 
black market operators who were 
using “fronts.” He said a federal 
investigation of these cases was 
under way.

Nazi Attack on Bari 


Costs Allies 17 Ships

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(AP)—Lack of adequate aerial 
defenses, especially fighter planes, around the supply port of 


Bari, Italy, 
ships and 1,000 casualties two 


ships were American. 

The anchored vessels were 
blown up like sitting ducks by a 
handful of German bombers 
which made a devastating low- 
level attack on the harbor at dawn 
December 2. Approximately 1,000 
persons were killed or injured, in- 
cluding 37 American naval men. 

If there were any losses to the 
force of 30-odd enemy assault 
planes which made the attack, 
they could not be determined 
here.: Information on the defeat, 
including details released by Sec- 
retary of War Stimson at his press 
conference, dealt only with United 
Nations losses. 

This gave rise to the assump- 
tion, which was unconfirmed, that 
the raiders probably escaped scot 
free after catching such defenses 
as Bari boasted completely by sur- 


prise, 
Low-Level Raid. 


Aerial tacticians familiar with 
American operatioris in the south- 
west Pacific and Europe said there 
is no way to guard completely 
against low-level raids against 
which defenses have not been 
alerted. - 

At the same time, it must be 
reported that one of the harbor’s 
weaknesses was its lack of fight- 
er plane protection and it is 
doubtful whether there were any 
fighter squadrons in the air over 
the vital area that morning. Brit- 
ain’s Royal Air Force is respon- 
sible in that sector, which is a 
upply area for the Eighth Army, 
and is understood to operate on 
the principle that fighter strength 
should be concentrated in the 
fighting zone rather than devoted 
to guarding rear areas. 

Stimson told his press confer- 
ence: “While we have definite air 
superiority in southern Italy and 
in most of the Mediterranean, the 
Germans have appreciably in- 
creased their air strength in this 
area. Sharp fighter resistance has 
been encountered at times, and 
some heavy bomber attacks have 
been made on Allied ports and 
shipping.” 

Growing Air Power. 


Since changing tactics on the

‘Vote’ Session 
Seen in Spring 


The special session of legislature 
for the simplification of election 
laws to allow service men and 
women to vote probably will take 
place in the spring, instead of 
“early January,” as_ predicted 
when Governor Arnall announced 
his intention to call such a meet- 
ing. 
This probability arose yesterday 
when House Speaker Roy Harris 
stated that a careful study of pres- 
ent election laws would be neces- 
sary before the question could be 
brought to legislature. 

“Georgia’s election laws are so 
complicated that it would be im- 
possible for a complete study of 
them to be made in time for a 
January meeting,” Harris said. “If 
we have a special session, it will 
probably take place in the early 
spring.” * 

Confer With Arnall. 

Harris and Senate President 
Frank Gross had been in confer- 
ence with Governor Arnall the 
previous day, and the three will 
go through the election laws and 
outline necessary revisions before 
the session is called. 

“I am completely behind the 
Governor in his move to provide 
ballots for all our service people,” 
Harris continued, “but we must 
ascertain what the details of the 
law are and precisely where they 
must be changed before taking 
any action, 

“One provision that I am sure 
must be changed is that which de- 
clares that the ballots may not be 
sent out more than 10 days in 
advance of the voting day. This 
virtually bars those serving over- 
seas. I can’t say at this time 
what other revisions will be neces- 
sary.” 

Harris added that he believed 
a special session will not be neces- 
sary if congress takes action for 
the handling of the soldier vote 
through federal channels. 

New Constitution. 

As to the meeting of the legis- 
lative committee now revising the 
state constitution, for which he, 
as chairman, is in town, Harris 
said that he had complied a new 
draft of the legislative sections 
of the document from suggestions 
made at the committee’s last meet- 
ing, and that this draft would be 
discussed at today’s meeting. 

“No fundamental changes in the 
law are included,” he explained. 
“This new revision merely weeds 
out contradictory and confusing 
provisions.” 

Other constitution committees 
meeting this weekend include the 
taxation and finance committee, 
meeting today; the election fran- 
chise, homestead exemption and 
military committee and the edu- 
cation committee, both meeting 
tomorrow. .

The communique pointed to the 
strategic value of the victory, say- 
ing: 

“The operation gives us a base 
in New Britain which insures sur- 
face command of Vitiaz Strait and 
its contiguous waters.” 

Vitiaz Strait separates New 
Britain from New Guinea island, 
springboard for the invasion, in- 
auguration of which General Mac- 
Arthur personally directed from 
a northern New Guinea base, to- 
gether with General Krueger. 
The American invasion fleet ap- 
parently crossed the Dampier 
Strait, an arm of the Vitiaz chan- 
nel, 75 to 100 miles wide, to strike 
into New Britain. 

Rugged Raiders. 


General Krueger’s troops, com- 
posed mainly of rugged soldiers 
from Texas, thus gouged out an 
invasion spearhead pointed  to- 
ward Gasmata and the formidable 
bastion of Rabaul, 250 miles 
northeast of Arawe. Bringing 
Rabaul within fighter as well as 
bomber range, the Americans 
threatened to neutralize the latter 
base which has served as Japan’s 
main supply and reinforcement 
distribution center for the South- 
west and South Pacific areas. 

Coincident with the landings at 
Arawe, three other areas of New 
Britain were subjected to violent 
air attacks to divert the Japanese 
aerial defenses and possibly pave 
the way for still other invasion 
thrusts elsewhere on the big is- 
land. 

American heavy bombers blast- 
ed an enemy position near Silim- 
ati point on Cape Gloucester at 
the western tip of New Britain, 
about 75 miles west of Arawe, 
with a destructive downpour of 
92 tons of explosives. 

“The target was blanketed by 
explosions and smoke,” said Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s communique. 

On New Britain’s south coast 
east of Arawe, medium bombers 
dumped 32 tons of explosives on 
the Gasmata airdrome, the ene- 
my’s air base nearest to the in- 
vaded Arawe area. 

Rabaul itself, said MacArthur’s 
bulletin, was hit by medium bomb- 
ers in a night attack on the Vu- 
nakanau airdrome and near-by 
Duke of York island. 

The Jap base at Borpop on New 
Ireland, northeast of New Britain, 
was struck by long-range fighters 
that strafed revetments, gun po- 
sitions and supply dumps at the 
airdrome in a dawn attack.

The capture of the southwest 
New Guinea coastal strip also 
posed a serious flanking threat 
from the northeast against the re- 
maining Japanese positions on 
New Guinea’s Huon peninsula 
which now are being hard pressed 
by Australian troops moving up 
from the Finschhafen _ sector.

menced their main bombardment 
at 6:15 a. m. as the “Caterpillar” 
and “Buffalo” amphibious landing 
craft, with their loads of soldiers, 
began threading through a treach- 
erous coral reef into Arawe har- 
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or. 
Within a few hours after the 


shore positions were captured, the 
Americans had thrust some three 
miles inland, clearing the terrain 
of scattered Japanese remnants. 

The only losses of any conse- 
quence were suffered by the first 
landing party of Commando-type 
American troops which ran into 
heavy shore fire as they ap- 

roached the beaches in rubber 

oats. This spearhead group, how- 
ever, was small and the succeed- 
ing parties charged ashore at sev- 
eral other places after the naval 
and air bombardment had reduced 
Jap resistance almost to the van- 
ishing point. The enemy’s losses 
were comparatively heavy. 

The operation followed the pat- 
tern of last month’s victorious in- 
vasion by Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz’s central Pacific forces of 
the Gilbert Islands which posed a 
threat to both Rabaul and Truk 
from the east, 

The landing assault on New 
Britain, an Australian-mandated 
island in the Bismarck archipelago 
which the Japanese seized in Jan- 
uary, 1942, caught the enemy by 
complete surprise, according to 
battle advices reaching MacAr- 
thur’s headquarters, 

The Japanese, it was thought, 
may have been expecting the an- |

roic rescue work. 

“T was a passenger on the 
Tamiami West Coast Champion 
southbound to Tampa, Fla., which 
derailed at about 1:10 a. m.,” said 
William Wood, publisher of Small 
Homes Guide magazine, unhurt in 


the wreck. 

“Captain P. W. Allen, of the 
Navy, Washington, D. C., and I 
took charge of helping the injured 
and trying to reach the dead. We 
got blankets from the Pullman 
cars and hot coffee and whisky 
from the diner, then made fires 
on the snow-covered ground. 

Cut Out Dead. 

“Captain Allen did some heroic 
work in that smashed wreckage. 
Through state highway patrol ra- 
dio we reached Robert Samet at 
Lumberton, who brought acety- 
lene torches used to cut out the 
dead.”

Men on Half of Shattered Ship, 


Mistake Other Half for Rescuer 


Randall C. Littlefield, son of 
Mrs. G. C. Littlefield, of Stonewall, 
Ga., spent the “most thankful” 
Thanksgiving of his 18 years last 
month. He had his turkey aboard 
a ship that had picked him up 
after 48 hours of pitching and toss- 
ing in the icy waters off the Aleu- 
tians when his. ship, ‘a Liberty 
freighter, was broken in two by 
an underwater explosion. 

Now home on leave, Littlefield, 
who is an ordihary seaman in the 
Maritime Service, told the story 
yesterday. 

“It was pitch black and freez- 
ing cold, and the wind was blow- 
ing 110 miles an hour that night. 
I had _ heard ; 3 
something crash # 
against the side 
of the ship 
earlier in the 
night, so I had 
not slept till 
late. It was 
about 2 a. m. 
when the blast 
that broke our 
ship, in two 
threw me out 
of the bunk.” 

Though many 
of the men took 
to lifeboats Lit- : 
tlefield stuck oS 
with the ship. Littlefield. 

“We were carrying a lot of sol- 
diers home for furloughs,” he ex- 
plained. “I gave one of them my 
place in a lifeboat, because I had 
my rubber ‘zoot suit’ which would 
keep me afloat and they had 
nothing.” 

Littlefield said he worked all 
night trying to build life rafts 
and helping the radio man who 
was trying to fix the broken radio. 

With the coming of day, the 
crew sighted the other half of the 
broken ship on the horizon— 
empty, because the men had all 
been on the other half when it 
broke—still afloat. 

Hailed Other Half of Ship. 

“We all got excited and waved 
and screamed, thinking it was an- 
other ship at- first,” Littlefield re- 
called. “It was a blow when we 
realized it was just the other half 
of our own wrecked ship. 

“After about 12 hours we got 


quick as they. could, but before 
they got thefte two other ships 
came up.” 

“They shot out all the lifelines 
they had, but the storm was toss- 
ing us about so that none could 
be secured,” he continued, “so 
they just stood by for a while. 


Rafts “Too Flimsy.” 


“Finally the sea calmed down 
a little, so they decided to try 
lifeboats—our rafts were too flim- 
sy to stand up in that high sea— 
and volunteer crews came over 
and took us off in time for Thanks- 
giving dinner.” 

Littlefield said he suffered no 
ill effects—“except the flu, from 
being cold so long. Some of the 
men were awfully frostbitten, and 
that water was so cold that a man 
could live only about 20 minutes 
in it.” 

Despite his harrowing experi- 
ence, Littlefield is ready and will- 
ing to go back on sea duty—‘“only 
next time I get shipwrecked, I 
hope it’s somewhere in the 
tropics!”

Railway Strike 
So great a confidence does the public have 
in the Railway Brotherhoods that few believe 
they will strike on December 30, as they have 
voted to do. 
Many fantastic things happen, but it does 


not seem possible the railway workers will, 


in time of war, stop the transportation of sol- 
diers, war equipment and materials because of 
a wage dispute. 

The Brotherhoods say they voted to strike 
as a protest against the handling of the wage 
dispute and the general problem of inflation. 
If so, it is a most peculiar approach and can 
contribute nothing but more confusion. 

That there is confusion, and that congress 
and pressure groups such as the farm bloc 
are chiefly responsible, is apparent. Congres- 
sional groups prepare to raise the price of food 
by eliminating subsidies, saying prices should 
seek their own level, and yet attack the ad- 
ministration for not holding down wages. There 
is a dispute about a food administrator and 
no food administrator; a wrangle over whether 
congress shall vote to raise wages over the 
protest of the WLB; an order by the FEPC 
for job equality on railroads and a decision 
by the Wagner act which gives the Brother- 
hoods the right of decision on job equality. 

That there should be a protest is not 
strange. 

But that the railroads should halt trans- 
portation in the midst of the war is unthink- 
able, treasonable and must not happen. 

The people do not believe the Brotherhoods, 
composed of patriotic Americans, will allow it 
to happen. 


Forty Years Ago 

Forty years ago today the first successful 
flight of a heavier-than-air machine was 
achieved by the Wright Brothers at Kitty Hawk, 
North Carolina. 

In less time than that of the normal span 
of human life, the genius of men has produced 
giant transports of the air. When the flimsy 
thing of wire and canvas which the Wright 
brothers flew is recalled, the development of 
aviation becomes the greatest marvel of all 
time. 

During the forty years the world has been 
thrust through the agony of two great wars. 
Yet it is extremely doubtful if the airplane 
would have been one-half as perfect as it is 
today, had it not been for the urgency of war’s 
demands. 

Today we think of the airplane chiefly as an 
instrument of war, a bringer of death more 
horrible than any weapon of the past could 
inflict. But we must not be blinded by the 
moment. Tremendous as is the role of the 
airplane in modern war, its role in the coming 
days of peace will be immeasurably more vital. 

For the airplane will shrink the world, will 
reduce the distances which separate the 
peoples of the earth to a mere fraction, in time, 
of what they were before man learned to fly. 
The airplane will compel peace, in that it will 
draw all nations so close together they could 
not live save in brotherhood. 

It was as an instrument of progress, an 
augury of peace, a bearer of world-wide good- 
will, that the Wright brothers saw their Inven- 
tion. It is in such roles it will yet prove its 
true worth to the sons of man. 


Death Toll 


Another railroad wreck, with a tremendous 
toll of life and stories of horror, again empha- 
sizes two factors. One is that railroad equip- 
ment is wearing out. The second is that for 
some mysterious reason one train still is able 
to plow into another despite the fact that 
both engineer and fireman are supposed to be, 
and usually are, on the look out. 

The horror in North Carolina came about 
when one train had a few cars to jump the 
track and the following train, a faster stream- 
liner, hurled itself into the wrecked train. The 
average person will not understand how it is 
possible for this to happen, but happen it did. 
Signals or man or both failed. 

Such tragedies, in the midst of war, take 
on an added weight of sorrow because of the 
feeling they need: not have happened.

Voting Laws 

It is interesting to note, in connection with 
Governor Arnall’s announced intention of 
calling a special session of the General Assem- 
bly to facilitate voting by servicemen and 
women in next year’s elections, that Georgia 
already allows absentee voters more time to 
apply for and return their ballot than most 
other states. 

It is true, of course, that four of the forty- 
eight states do not specify any given length of 
time in which absentee ballots may be obtained 
and cast. 

And it is also true that three states—Con- 
necticut, Tennessee and Virginia—allow ninety 
days, or fifty per cent more time than Georgia, 
for the purpose. 

But Georgia, along with South Carolina and 
Wisconsin which also allow sixty days, is far 
more liberal in this respect than all the rest 
of the forty-eight states ranging down to Ver- 
mont and Arkansas which provide but ten 
and twelve days respectively for the purpose. 

There are even three states, in fact, which 
have no provision whatsoever for absentee 
ballots, these being: Delaware, Kentucky and 
New Mexico. 

The people of Georgia may well be rroud 
that, although our laws are already among 
the most liberal in the nation, we are taking 
additional steps to see that not a single Geor- 
gia serviceman, no matter how distant the 
theater of war in which he is currently serving, 
will be disfranchised by virtue of his service. 

It is an example, incidentally, which neigh- 
boring states like Florida (15 days) and Ala- 
bama (20 days) would do well to emulate. 


Money in Pecans 

Down at Vidalia, the Georgia Pecan Auc- 
tions have just closed their fifth and most 
successful season. 

Starting out on a small scale five years ago, 
this Georgia-born innovation in the field of 
pecan marketing has grown until 1,120,000 
pounds of the nuts were sold at this year’s 
series of nine weekly auctions. 

Average prices for the year for all varieties 
ran a little over thirty cents per pound, an 
average, incidentally, appreciably increased by 
the competitive factor inherent in the auction 
system. 

Approximately forty thousand dollars a 
week, in other words, has been channeled into 
the pockets of middle Georgia farmers this fall 
through the Vidalia auctions alone. 

Thus again has enterprise resulted in the 
placing-of a heretofore hap-hazardly handled 
crop on a big-time business basis. 


Something New 

Randolph Paul, general counsel for the 
United States Treasury, speaking before the 
Senate Finance Committee, opposed elimina- 
tion of the Victory tax on the ground that “in- 
troduction of a new type of levy applicable to 
1944 advance declarations (of income tax) 
would lead to confusion and misunderstanding 
among the taxpayers.” 

Such a statement coming from the man 
who was one of the bitterest opponents of the 
Ruml plan of income tax collection, is sur- 
prising and strange. The Rum! plan, as origi- 
nally proposed, was the simplest, most straight- 
forward and easiest method ever devised to 
collect income taxes. The compromise finally 
adopted by the congress, after Paul had op- 
posed the original Rum! plan, has proven one 
of the most complex and irritating methods 
of tax collection that taxpayers were ever 
called upon for compliance. 

Irrespective of the wisdom, or otherwise, of 
abandoning the victory tax—the senate com- 
mittee voted to retain it—it is amazing to read 
that Randolph Paul, who couldn’t understand 
the simplicity of the Rum]! plan, now opposes 
any suggestion on grounds of “confusion and 
misunderstanding” among the taxpayers.

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ONE WORD MORE

40 YEARS AGO TODAY It was December 17, 1903. On the 
sandy beach at Kitty Hawk, N. C., 


two men came out of a shack and looked about them. There had 
been a rain. The puddles of water were frozen. The wind was blow- 
ing about 27 miles an hour. They went back in and waited. 

At 10 o’clock they came out again. The wind 
was still blowing. They talked a moment and 
then walked quickly to another shack. 

A curious machine laboriously was rolled over 
a track, which had to be taken up and put down 
ahead of it. At last it was in position. The curi- 
ous box-kite with a tail was turned into the wind. 

The Wright brothers were ready. 

Orville Wright got on the machine, lying 
prone. 

Wilbur Wright held one wing as the wire was 
released from the tail of the kite. 

The eight-horsepower motor was running 
smoothly. Orville Wright put it in gear. The ma- 
chine began to move. Wilbur Wright ran along 
side it, holding it level on the track. 

After a run of 40 feet it lifted into the air. 
Wilbur Wright kept up with the machine, run- 
ning along on the ground beneath it. 

There was a sudden dart to the ground. The machine had risen 
in the air by its own power, traveled 12 seconds through the air for 
a distance of 120 feet, and had struck the ground without damage. 

The first airplane flight in the history of the world had been 
made at Kitty Hawk, N. C., by Orville Wright, a bicycle shop man, 


of Dayton, Ohio. 

HURRIEDLY They made the machine ready. The few specta- 
tors were gawking. At 11:20, forty years ago 

this morning, Wilbur Wright started a second flight. 

It lasted 11 seconds. The distance covered was 180 feet. 

Twenty minutes later the third flight started. It went much more 
steadily until a sudden gust of wind lifted it. It slipped to one side, 
was righted, and came to the ground safely, 

A distance of 200 feet had been covered. 

Quickly they got it ready for another try. 

At 12 noon, forty years ago today, that same airplane flew 852 
feet in 59 seconds before a sudden dart sent it to earth, breaking the 
frame of the front rudder. | 

As they talked a great gust of wind caught the damaged plane 
and rolled it over and over, smashing it. The flights for 1903 were 
done. 

- They went to the telegraph office and wired the folks at home, 
saying the first flights had been made and they would be home for 
Christmas. 

The operator at Norfolk, Va., asked if he could tell a newspaper 
mig The Wrights said no, they wanted their home town to have 
it first. 

The operator told it anyhow. 


ONLY FOOLS UH. P. Moore, of the Virginian-Pilot, took that 
report and wrote a long story. It was all imag- 
ination, except that man had flown. Even he was dubious. 

Ministers and wise men had inveighed against the effort as sin, 
saying that if God had wanted man to fly he would have given him 
wings. 

Moore sent out queries to 21 newspapers including the Dayton 
Journal and several others in Ohio. 

Of the 21 newspapers offered the story only five ordered it. 
They were the Washington (D. C.) Post, the Chicago Record Herald, 
the New York American, the Philadelphia Record and the Cincinnati 
Enquirer, 

The Chicago Record Herald and the Washington Post worried 
about the story being a fake. They delayed it. The Philadelphia 
Record’s publisher refused permission, saying only fools thought 
man could fly. 

Next morning only the Virginian-Pilot and the Cincinnati En- 
quirer had news of it. Both used it on page one. 

The Associated Press refused to handle the story. 

In Dayton Katherine Wright, sister of the two men, dutifully 
telephoned the papers as requested. She told them the boys had 
made three successful flights and would be home for Christmas. 

The Dayton editors told her they were glad the boys would be 
home for Christmas and published nothing. Later on they justified 
themselves saying, that for 10 years the Wrights have been trying 
to fly and everyone knew two things—‘‘one, you couldn’t fly; two, 
the Wrights were crazy anyhow.” 

Forty years have passed. Four months ago I flew the Atlantic 
ocean in a plane which would carry, on shorter flights, 75 persons, 
We crossed in 13 hours against a head wind. In Prestwick, Scot- 
land, I talked with a bomber pilot who had flown the Atlantic in 
6 hours, 40 minutes. The record is six hours, 20 minutes. 

Tonight Orville Wright, 72, will dine at the White House. (His 
brother, Wilbur, died in 1912.) 

Tonight the bombers will be out over Germany, carrying tons of 
bombs. 

But Orville Wright knows that the airplane is a weapon of ptace 
and progress. It is not his fault if man chooses to use it as a weapon 
of death. ’ 

Just 40 years ago—at Kitty Hawk!

A BOOK RECOMMENDED There is a book, a most unusual 
book, which has recently been 
published. 


In the last two days I have read it twice. And if I 
were permitted, I would place it on a list of “must” reading for 
all Americans. It is a book which cannot fail to make you a better 

neg American, provided only you have the gift to 
understand that which you read. 

It’s title is “This Is My Brother” and the 
author is Louis Paul. It is published by Crown 
Publishers, of New York, and I imagine you can 
get it at almost any of the local book shops or, 
probably, find it in the lending libraries. 

Five American soldiers are the characters. 
They were with our forces in the Philippines, 
five among the 20,000 doomed to death or cap- 
ture because we weren’t properly prepared when 
the emergency came. 

These five are captured’ by the Japanese and 
kept for about two weeks, prisoners, in a little 
corrugated iron shed, where the hot sun makes 
it like an oven. They know they are to be shot. 
The Japanese officer has told them. But, before 
the end, the Japs want to find out some infor- 
mation about the American artillery placement. 
None of the five will tell, and they are tortured, horribly. One by 
one they die, frightfully. And one of them, while he waits for the 
inevitable end, puts down on paper his thoughts. He seeks to un- 
derstand the real reason for his death. It is these thoughts, put into 
his notebook, that constitute the book. 

At the end he discovers that the thing for which men die, for 
which they accept, calmly, the foreknowledge of their own death, 
is simply comradeship. The love they acquire for their fellows, 
those with them. In the book is to be found some of the most 
beautiful, and searching, contemplation of this America, this land 
and this country which so few of us properly appreciate. 


THE ONLY PAYMENT ASKED Let me quote a little: 


. « » Too late, a new af- 
fection for my native land is being born in me. My country is 
the projection of a vision dreamed by our ancestors, and all they 
ever asked of me in payment for it was to keep alive their vision. 
There need be only a few Franklins and Jeffersons. One of each 
will do. There need be only one Washington to know why his 
soldiers should die. But there must be many in whose hearts the 
ancient patriotism burns brighter than it ever did in mine. 

“I know that now, when it’s too late, as I know I would kneel 
to kiss the good earth of my native land if I could but return.... 
I fought a hopeless campaign in which defective preparedness con- 
demned me to death. I had observed those fellow countrymen of 
mine who were eager to make of our war a Roman holiday. I had 
seen men maneuvering for power while tragedy drew near. I had 
watched the cancer of materialism eating away at our security. I’d 
stood silently by while ignoramuses misrepresented to us the ideolo- 
gies of our enemies. I had heard the recrimination, the apologies, 
the backbitings of self-interest. And so, when it came time, there 
stirred within me the necessity to reason away the senselessness 
of my dying.... 

“,. with my last thoughts I remember the good things I once 
had—all I wanted to eat, the right to pursue happiness and to criti- 
size my country’s institutions. In these few days of my captivity 
I have acquired a new understanding of my comrades. It is too 
late to wonder why I did not love them sooner. I regret now that 
I have but this one life to give, so thoughtlessly was it misused. 
Silenced, I can only hope that those who come after me will cherish 
more fondly than I did the vision of our forefathers. I hope such 
anguish as we have been made to endure will not be needed to 
awaken in others a sense of comradeship. 

“I saw Evans die with a smile on 


WHAT BETTER THING? “I sa\ 
his lips, and I believe he under- 


stood sooner than I did why it was right for him to give his life 
for his country. He loved it, as he loved the fellows who fought 
by his side; what better thing could he do than to die for what he 
loved? ... We are made of the fondness we feel for each other; 
death seems easy when brave friends die all about you... . As long 
as I remain true to the faith my comrades repose in me, I die for 
a worthy cause. I know now that what the soldiers of America 
fight and die for is each other. .. .” 

Get .this book and read it.» More than once. And if, after the 
reading, you can remain selfish, consumed by self-interest, un- 
scrupulous in your search for wealth and for power, it must be 
said you are not, really, an American. You are just another of the 
disinherited ones. It is not for you this country was formed, it is 
not for such as you that Americans have fought and died, as brave 
men die, through all the years of history, and even today.

Dec. 16.—Do you 
Ghibonne? know what a 
ghibonne is? 

I ran across the word today in 
a hitherto unopened biography of 
Fiorello La Guardia, written by 
Lowell Limpus and Burry Ley- 
son and published by E. P. Dut- 
ton in 1938. Although the authors 
disclaim any intention to present 
an appraisal of La Guardia’s char- 
acter, it is my opinion that they 
eulogized him and that, in relation 
to the ghibonnes, they present him 
as a Mussolini. 


But that is my conclusion. You 
may roll your own. 


Discussing La Guardia’s 1924 
campaign for congress, Limpus 
and. Leyson wrote: 


“The campaign proceeded, and 
the fight became more bitter, La 
Guardia’s prospects waned. Com- 
petenent observers were of the 
opinion that Frank (his opponent) 
would probably win another 
Tammany victory. And then the 
ghibonnes came into being. 


There is a footnote explaining 
that ghibonne is an Italian word, 
difficult of. translation, but ap- 
proximating the English word 
“swashbuckler” which means a 
swaggering braggart. 


“Composed of young Italian 
Americans,” the footnote says, 
“they mobilized around La Guar- 
dia and were true to him ever 
after. This organization, of which 
most New Yorkers never heard, 
was a secret fraternity, the mem- 
bers of which took an oath of 
personal allegiance to Major La 
Guardia. Ever since the 1924 cam- 
paign, they have formed the back- 
bone of the well-oiled political 


office.” 


“In the ensuing 


1,800 years,” the main 
text continues, ‘‘the 


Members ‘e* 
ghibonnes were to 


increase until they had _ 1,800 
members on their rolls—1,800 
idealistic hero-worshippers led by 
the brilliant Vito Marcantonio. 
They were all young men and all 
Italians, all madly devoted to La 
Guardia, They gathered from the 
tenements of Little Italy to do bat- 
tle for their idol, and each of 
them took a secret oath of alle- 
giance, promising to follow his 
lead unswervingly, and to support 
him without reservation. This 
secret fraternity, unknown except 
in Harlem, was composed of a 
cross-section of Italian-American 
life. It included young lawyers, 
professional men, World War vet- 


}erans and youngsters just out of 


college. They were crusaders, and 
they followed their leader blindly. 
The ghibonnes proved a mighty 
agset. They were the vanguard 
of a youth movement which swept 
the district. Bands of girls took 
possession of the street corners, 
singing La Guardia songs to the 
accompaniment of guitar, mando- 
lin and ukelele.” 

This, it should be observed, was 
only two years after Benito Mus- 
solini had come to power in Italy, 
aided by bands called, not ghi- 
bonnes, but Fascists, madly de- 
voted to their leader, or duce, 
sworn without reservation to un- 
swerving, personal loyalty and or- 
ganized, as: Limpus and Leyson 
say of the ghibonnes, “to do bat- 
tle for their idol.” Mussolini also 
had a youth movement which 
swept not a mere political dis- 
trict but all Italy. 

As the authors 


If They say, most New 

Yorkers never 
Had Known heard of the 
ghibonnes and, if their existence 
and their nature had been gen- 
erally known, La Guardia would 
not have had the support of many 
genuine Americans who did give 
him political help under the im- 
pression that he was, however 
arrogant, petulant and spectacu- 
lar, an honest, progressive re- 
former. Certainly the New York 
World-Telegram, which first pre- 
sented him as a cure for the ini- 
quities of Tammany, would not 
have given editorial approval of a 
candidate backed by a band 
pledged by secret oath to the un- 
swerving support of a leader, and 
I doubt that Joseph Medill Pat- 


though Patterson went through 
some very silly phases during his 
long crush on Roosevelt and the 
Little Flower whom he affection- 
ately called Butch. If Limpus and 
Leyson are correct about the 
ghibonnes, then all the news- 
papers of New York are guilty of 
great negligence in not finding out 
about them and revealing a Fas- 
cist organization masquerading as 
progressive reform, as Fascism 
did in Italy. Very odd, too, is the 


‘fact that Limpus, a West Pointer, 


is a reporter for Patterson and 
was so employed in 1938 when the 
book came out and the Patterson- 
La Guardia political friendship 
was still very warm. 

I have never seen any repudia- 
tion by La Guardia of this or any 
other portion of the eulogy.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


G. O. P. SPLIT FATAL WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Some ob- 
servers who otherwise are imclined to 
be hopeful over Republican prospects are now beginning to see the 
possibility of a major G. O. P. split on the question of Mr. Willkie 
which might easily prove fatal to the party's 
chance of victory in next year’s presidential 

election. 

It all turns on the stop-Willkie movement 
that is developing with such intensity inside the 
party. 

Old-line Republican leaders seem to be more 
determined than ever to prevent the Indiana man 
from again capturing the party’s presidential 
nomination next year. The stop-Willkie move- 
ment, which has been in progress for more than 
a year, has now reached the smear-Willkie stage. 

It is becoming more and more evident that 
the old-liners will stop at nothing to head off 
his nomination in 1944. The fight may be ex- 
pected to come more and more into the open 
as the time approaches for beginning the pre 
convention campaign. 

Latest evidence of the smear campaign being 
conducted against Mr. Willkie, of course, is the senate investigation 
that has been ordered of Republican charges revolving around the 
methods he used in winning the nomination in 1940. 

A former Republican mayor of Akron, Ohio, C. Nelson Sparks, 
has widely distributed a booklet, entitled “One Man,” which is a 
take-off on the Willkie popular best seller, “One World,” in which 
he charges that the Willkie nomination three years ago was “bought” 
by his Wall Street backers. 

Senator Langer, of North Dakota, supported by other anti- 
Willkie Republicans, introduced a resolution demanding a senate 
investigation of the Sparks charges. Acting on the resolution, Sen- 
ator Green, Democrat, of Rhode Island, chairman of the Privileges 
and Elections Committee, has named a five-man subcommittee to 
conduct an inquiry. 


DIRTY LINEN AIRED The Republicans, therefore, are about 
to wash all of their dirty linen in 


the open. If the investigation is given free rein, there is every 
reason to suppose that every vicious report that has ever been 
circulated about Mr. Willkie will be aired. 

But Mr. Willkie is not the sort of man who will take an attack 
of that kind lying down. Already he has announced’ that he will 
demand a collateral line of inquiry to go along with the smear cam- 
paign being made on him. For one thing, he has said he will want 
to know what part Frank Gannett, the New York Republican pub- 
lisher of a chain of newspapers, had to do with financing the pub- 
lication of the Sparks booklet. 

Sparks, it may be noted, was manager of the Gannett campaign 
for president in 1940, which is alleged to have cost at least half a 
million dollars and produced about a dozen convention votes, if 
that many. 

Another interesting angle to it all is that Gannett is reported 
to have been one of the chief money-raising angels of the now 
repudiated Liberty League, which sought to collect some millions 
a dollars as a war chest to defeat President Roosevelt in an earlier 

ay. 

This is a bit of Republican linen that Mr. Willkie is evidently 
prepared to bring to the cleaners for general airing along with the 
smears leveled at him. * 

It all has very interesting possibilities. Naturally, the Demo 
crats are sitting back expectantly. 

What could easily happen is that the Republican old-liners, in 
their efforts to get Willkie, may end up by getting themselves. 


THIRD PARTY IN OFFING? If Mr. Willkie should be de- 


feated for the nomination by 
virtue of the smear tactics now being aimed at him, it is not to 
be written off that he will turn on his maligners and crucify the 
Republican party. This he could do by organizing a third-party 
movement, which might leave the Republicans in the position they 
were in back in 1912, when Taft and Theodore Roosevelt brought 
about an earlier schism that gave the Democrats an easy victory in 
the presidential contest of that year. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch published a story over the weekend 
that Mr. Willkie already is considering just that, sensing the defeat 
that may be his fate in the next national convention. Significantly 
enough, when the newspaperman who wrote the story, Marquis 
Childs, querried Mr. Willkie before writing it, he got a distinctly 
evasive reply. 

Willkie would neither deny nor affirm the reports. Now, he 
isn’t the type of man to let a story of that kind go out without a 
denial, unless there was some basis of truth to it—unless he was 
at least considering the possibility of such a thing. 

At the same time, Mr. Willkie is too naively honest to make a 
denial of something that has some element of truth. Under the 
circumstances his silence is all the more striking. 

The date of the 1944 conventions is still too far off to venture 
any kind of prediction as to what may happen, but developments 
in the making are casting interesting shadows. 

Still another possibility is that, even if Mr. Willkie should get 
the nomination, there will be built up against him in the mean-

Then TakeProper Treatment

From the letters I receive 
every day—letters from all class- 
es of people—I gather that a good 
many ignorant people who may 
be college graduates or well edu- 
cated in the ordinary sense of 
the term are taking treatment, 
trying medicine or following 
funny “diets” for high blood pres- 
sure, without any particular re- 
gard for what, if anything, ails 
them. 

Well, America is a free country 
and here everybody has a right 
to make a fool of himself. 

Having discovered in the course 
of an examination by a near doc- 
tor or a queer doctor that the 
blood pressure is high, or having 
inferred from some sense of full- 
ness, pressure or throbbing in the 
head that the blood pressure must 
be too high, a good many people 
make d.fs. of themselves by— 

1. Taking frequent purgative 
doses of ‘salts. 

. Excluding “red meat” or other 
food from the diet. 

. Swallowing a lot of garlic or 
something made from garlic. 

. “Just relaxing’”—whatever that 
may mean. 

. Following a salt-free or  salt- 
poor diet. 

. Taking plain or fancy sweat 
baths in the belief that sweat- 
ing “eliminates poisons” from 
the system. 

Too many uninformed or mis- 
informed people imagine one with 


high blood pressure has “too much 
blood” or that the blood is “too 
thick.” Neither notion is correct. 
One with high blood pressure has 
no more blood than a normal in- 
dividual and is as likely as to be 
anemic or to have thin blood as 
is any one else. 

These are negative facts, but it 
is necessary to rid the mind of 
such false notions before you can 
begin to understand what does 
cause high blood pressure.

It's Best To Eat Regularly ... 
About Equal Amounts Food 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


One of the favorite salutations 
from letter writers is, “I never 
miss your column, but why don’t 
you write on...” and then, quite 
often, it is something I was afraid 
I was harping on. This week’s 
theme song is “Why don’t you 
tell us how to flatten the stom- 
ach?” Well, let’s get at it! 

When the weight is normal, one 
way to flatten the stomach is to 
eat smaller meals; not fewer 
calories, but small quantities of 
food at a time. You may be in 
the habit of eating two very 
sketchy meals and one enormous 
meal a day. When you eat until 
you are replete and feel as though 
you couldn’t take another bite, 
you stretch your stomach. The 
stomach is a muscular organ 
which expands and contracts ac- 
cording to the amount of food you 
make a habit of eating. Three 
average size meals a day not only 
help you to keep a streamlined 
midsection but spread your energy 
out over the day. , 

Another common mistake is to 
gulp down too much water at 
mealtime. If you are bent on 
streamlining, limit yourself to one 
glass of liquid per meal—and that 
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goes for all kinds of liquid. When 
you have a glass of milk, you do 
not need any water. 


We all need a certain amount 
of exercise to keep the snap in 
the abdominal girdle because we 
do not effectively use this im- 
portant muscular network in our 
ordinary, everyday activities. The 
exercises involving the least 
strain are those which are taken 
on the back on the floor, knees 
bent, and feet on the floor. From 
this position, bring alternate knees 
to chest; keep knees together and 
twist sharply at the waist to touch 
alternate thighs to floor at either 
side; and straighten alternate legs 
and raise to right angles with 
hips. Or, you can start off with 
feet elevated to low stool and 
legs straight. (This position. helps 
to combat gravity)... From there, 
flex alternate knees to _ chest, 
raise the right, then left leg, to 
right angles with hips, and fin- 
ish by raising both legs together. 

By the way, you should never 
wear a girdle when you are taking 
exercise to tone your own girdle. 

Your regular exercise must be 
backed up with good posture. In 
sitting, standing and walking, con- 
tinually pull up with the lower 
abdominal muscles. And, remem- 
ber, the rule with the abdominal 
muscles is to pull up, not in.

Christmas 
Cookies 
For the Tree 


Can you remember when Christ- 
mas trees were decorated with 
such siinple, old-fashioned things 
as strings of popcorn, sugar cook- 
ies and candies? 

Thinking that perhaps, when 
you see your favorite counter out 
of things you’ve always bought 
for the trees you’ll find it practical 
to turn to these home-made deco- 
rations, I am printing recipes for 
making Christmas tree cookies. 

Directions: Trace cooky patterns 
in the shape of bells, stars or 
small Christmas trees, or other 
Christmas designs, making the de- 
signs 2-3 inches in length. Paste or 
trace these patterns on thin card- 
board and cut out. Roll out a 
small amount of the dough (recipe 
below) on a lightly floured waxed 
paper, rolling out about 1-8-inch 
thick. Place cardboard cut-out 
pattern on dough and cut around 
it with a small, sharp‘knife. Re- 
move trimmings of dough, cut 
waxed paper around cookies and 
lift each cooky with paper under 
it to greased baking sheet, turn- 
ing cooky over onto baking sheet. 
Lift off paper. Decorate with 
colored sugars and candies as de- 
sired and bake in 400-degree oven 
10 minutes. While still warm, 
pierce each cooky with’ an ice- 
pick or skewer to make a hole for 
hanging. If cooky becomes crisp 
reheat to soften a bit before pierc- 
ing. This recipe makes about 12 
large cookies: 

Christmas Tree Cookies. 

2 cups sifted cake flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

1-2 teaspoon cinnamon 

1-4 teaspoon nutmeg 

2-3 cup sugar 

1-3 cup shortening 

2 tablespoons milk 

2 egg yolks, unbeaten 

1-2 teaspoon lemon extract 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, salt and spices and 
sift again. Measure sugar into 
mixing bowl. Heat shortening 
with milk until shortening is melt- 
ed. Add immediately to sugar 
and beat 1-2 minute. Add egg 
yolks and beat 1-2 minute longer. 
Add lemon extract and half of 
flour mixtnre, blend. Then add 
remaining flour, in thirds, mix- 
ing until smooth. Cover closely 
with waxed paper and chill sev- 
eral hours, or until firm enough 
to roll. Roll a small amount of 
dough at a time, keeping the rest 
chilled until ready to roll. 

Glazed Honey Fruit Cookies. 

8 cups sifted cake flour 

1-2 teaspoon soda 

1 1-2 teaspoons cinnamon 

1-4 teaspoon cloves 

1-4 teaspoon nutmeg 

1 1-3 cups strained honey 

1 cup brown ‘sugar, firmly 
packed 

1-4 cup water 

2 eggs, slightly beaten 

1 1-2 cups candied orange peel, 
shredded 

ae ot candied 
shredded 

2 cups blanched almonds, 
shredded 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
soda and spices, and sift together 
three times, Boil honey, sugar 
and water five minutes. Cool. 
Add flour, eggs, fruits and nuts. 
Work into a loaf and place in re- 
frigerator. Let stand two to three 
days. Roll 1-4 inch thick on a 
lightly floured board. Cut out 
and bake on a greased baking 
sheet in 350-degree oven, 15 min- 
utes. When cool cover with glaze, 
if desired. Makes 10 dozen cook- 
ies. For five dozen divide recipe 
in half.

2 cups softed confectioners’ 
sugar 

3 tablespoons boiling water 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Combine sugar and water. Add 
vanilla. Beat thoroughly. Drop 
from teaspoon on the cookies.

DIAGNOSIS. 

It is very common for children 
to grind their teeth like this. All 
five of our youngsters have done 
this, but Judy in particular still 
does it. ’ 

She will also waken adults who 
may be sleeping in the room, so 
you can realize the noise is 
audible for several feet. 

I am inclined to think this 
grinding of the teeth is usually a 
normal reaction and is based on 
the metabolic needs of the gum or 
dental tissues. 

When children bite down, they 
massage their gums and stimu- 
late greater blood flow to those 
regions. This, in turn, brings up 
more food or oxygen and helps 
carry away the fatigue products. 


Why Children Grind Teeth. 


Since this widespread grinding 
of their teeth at night seems quite 
typical of children, and _ since 
their permanent teeth are slowly 
pushing up to dislodge their milk 
a this explanation seems logi- 
cal, 

Some adults will do the same 
thing, however, showing that this 
metabolic need may exist at all 
ages, though it seems accentuated 
in childhood, 

If a child grinds its teeth and 
bites its tongue repeatedly so that 
you find blood on the pillow, then 
you should observe the child care- 
fully with epilepsy in mind. 

Epilepsy usually makes its on- 
set at night. The child doesn’t 
even know it has an attack. But 
next morning it may complain 
of a sore tongue or have blood 
spots on the pillow or sheet. 

Blood spots may be present, 
however, under the normal grind- 
ing of the teeth, so you must not 
be unduly alarmed. But at least 
be forewarned and observe your 
child critically. 


Biting Fingernalls. 


Since excess energy in a child 
may be reflected in biting of its 
fingernails, this act of biting 
seems a common mechanism by 
which youngsters get rid of extra 
energy. 

It is conceivable that arfy dis- 
charge of nervous energy, as 
from the gnawing of an empty 
stomach, or bombardment of the 
brain with impulses from an over- 
ly distended urinary bladder, may 
generate energy that is then dis- 
sipated in part by the act of biting 
or grinding the teeth. 


I should suggest, moreover, 
that such children be given chew- 
ing gum after the evening meal 
to help encourage extra massage 
of the gums before betitime. Let 
them romp outdoors, too, and thus 
drain off their surplus energy so 
they will be more relaxed during 
slumber.

U. S. Destroyer Plasters Arawe, 
Firing ‘Blind’ From Behind Isle 


By WILLIAM F. BONI., 


ABOARD A UNITED STATES 
DESTROYER RETURNING 
FROM ARAWE., New Britain, Dec. 
15.—(Delayed)—(#)—This trim 
warship at the moment is cutting 
a mean furrow on the homeward 
run from New Britain after con- 
tributing the heaviest share of the 
dawn bombardment which pre- 
ceded this morning’s landings of 
American troops at Arawe. 


That it was a successful bom: 
bardment we learned a compara- 
tively short time after the cease- 
fire order had been given. For 
from units of the main landing 
force which swarmed the beach 
came word that they had been 
able to go ashore unopposed. 


Destroyers trained their five- 
inch dual-purpose guns on the eve- 
ning’s shore positions shortly after 
6 a.m. As the ships reached the 
end of their firing courses and 
turned to begin off-shore patroll- 
ing, there was a blanket of smoke 
lying over the target area and 
shreds of it already had begun 
drifting out over the sea, 


In the passage between a little 
island off the shore and the main- 
land amphibious craft carrying 
Army troops could be seen poking 
their noses toward shore through 
a haze. 


Our ship was in the lead of the 
bombardment group. If anything, 
ours was the more difficult assign- 
ment since between the ships and 
the shore target area stood the 
small island with a 200-foot ridge, 
meaning we had to do most of our 
firing “blind.” 

On the ridge, our skipper—a 
commander (name not. given) 
from Mayfield, Ky., who was a 
1930 graduate of Annapolis—had 
the ship on its course at a prede- 
termined speed. From the direc- 
tor control, our gunnery officer, 
Lieutenant Brian “Moose” McCau- 
ley, had the crews ready and was 
computing range elevation and 
other figures for automatic fire. 

Exactly on schedule, there was 
a rocketing blast and the first sal- 
vo let loose. A tracer showed that 
the shells barely had cleared the 
island ridge, so McCauley called 
for more elevation. The next sal- 
vo had more clearance. 

For 20 minutes we plastered the 
target. Our gun crews were work- 
ing so smoothly in the opening 
minutes that the gunnery officer 
had to slow them down progres- 
sively until finally, in order not 
to expend more than the assigned 
number of rounds, he was calling 
for guns to fire by twos and at 
the end, singly on command. 

1,500 Yards Off Shore. 

The destroyers didn’t draw a 
single burst of enemy fire though 
at times during the two-hour pa- 
trolling along the beach we were 
within 1,500 yards of the shore. 

One of our warships let go two 
salvos against a Japanese machine- 
gun position which before dawn 
had fired heavily on a special 
landing party. Two of these par- 
ties had been assigned to attack 
strategic points. ‘After those two 
salvos, nothing further was heard 
from the machineguns. 

At approx. ‘ately 8:30 we turn- 
ed away frora the beach, put the 
speed up to 25 knots and started 
for home in formation, Behind 
us, Still close inshore, ‘was another 
destroyer from which Rear Admi- 
ral Daniel Barbey, commander of 
the Seventh Amphibious Force, 
had directed the bombardment. 

The only planes we had seen 
were our own—first a B-24 
which, as an observer, began by 
circling wide and high, finally al- 
most hedzg:-hopping over the 
coconut plantation where our 
troops went ashore. Then forma- 
tion of B-25’s which circled once 
and then peeled off for two 
bombing-strafing runs. Last came 
three flights of P-38 fighters which 
stayed relatively high. 

Divebombed. 

But we were no more than 20 
minutes on our homeward course 
when the destroyer with Admiral 
Barbey aboard flashed word that 
she was being divebombed by at 
least a dozen Japanese planes, The 
attack was timed so neatly it 
seemed almost as if they must 
have been hiding behind the near- 
est ridge waiting the signal that 
we had shoved off. 

Seconds later the sky was spot- 
ted with black ack-ack bursts. We 
saw smoke rising from the wa- 
ter, indicating that at least one 
raider was downed. Then came 
word from the destroyer that she 
had got through without a hit. 

Aboard our ship, the men anx- 
iously trained glasses on the sky. 
Gun crews were on their toes for 
the signal to commence firing. 
But the Japanese apparently had 
no taste for all the steel which 
our formation would have been 
able to send up. It wasn’t until 
10:15 that we heard the welcome 
“secure from general quarters.” 

That was welcome word because 
the.men had been at “go” since 
3:30. Land was coming into sight 
then but the actual tension hadn’t 
begun until a half hour later when 
aircraft which was identified as 
Japanese twice flew across our 
convoy. 

Still, in Navy parlance, this was 
an operation involving, for us at 
least, “practically no strain.” 

Mainly in “Sacks.” 

Now, while the skipper is still 
on the bridge, the majority of the 
men are in their “sacks.” Our 
20 officers are either on their beds 
or in the wardroom, where this 
is being written.

Don Smith, the ship’s executive 
officer whose navigation figures 
during the run had to be right for 
Moose’s guns to hit their target, 
has let me borrow another clean 
shirt (in addition to the top bunk 
in his cabin which was mine for 
four days). 

Arnie Challman and Wild Bill 
Reardon. respectively the engi- 
neering and communications offi- 
cers, are taking it easy on their 
sacks. Jerry Griffin, supply offi- 
cer who was in the coding room 
during the action, is now super- 
vising operation of the record 
player.

There have been eight naval 
bombardments in this area in the 
last four months. Our crew, 
which never got a chance to fire 
at a Japanese, has been in on all

but one—that against Gasmata 
which occurred on the same night 
our ship shelled Madang. 

Still they’re not satisfied. They 
still wish the Japanese would 
come at them in a direct attack, 
or, as the skipper said just after 
“secure from general quarters”: 

“See—come with us and nothing 
ever happens.”
